THE JUDGMENT, 
‘ "26th inst, 

In Original Jurisdiction this morning, his 
Honour the Chief Justice, Sir Francis Piggott, 
presiding, delivered judgment in the case in 
which Messrs. Leuba sued Messrs. Ultmann 
and Co., for an injunction to prevent them 
using the “Yeenah" and Po Wai” trade- 
marks on watches sold by the defendant firm. 

His Honour said this action was begun in 
1907, and finished in July of this year, after 
twelve days’ hearing. The plaintiffs’ title de- 
pended in the first place in # grent ‘measure on 
the action or want of action of the Bovets, (the 
original owners of the marks), while. much 
depends on the action of Ultmane, and a, 
dificulty arose from. the fact that none of 
the parties engaged in the. case had any 
direct’ knowledge of the material’ facts 
of the -acquisition of the marks or the 
alleged infringements, and reliance had 
to be put on the evidence taken at the trial, 
and that unde. commission in Swizetland, 
innumerable documents, and a shop-full of

necessary, as it is in all trade-mark-cases such 
as this, where the issues depend on facts which 
occurred: very ne years ago, There: wer 
two points which did not appear to fil in wil 
the scheme of an action in English.

He had no 
doubt that the carly history of the trade- 
marks had been’ correctly given, and that the 
watches then made and sold by Edward Bovet 
bore the marks “Po Wai” .and “Yeenat," 
as’ Alphonse Bovet testified, so that the 
origin-of the marks is perfectly clear.

A mere circular to the trade is 
not a sufficient vindication of his rights. As 
regatds the azure alone he was of opinion that 
the plaintiff must fail.

These are 
heautifully, modelled craft and generally mount 
from seventeen’ to twenty good brass guns and 
carry acrew of from fifty to a hundred men

The guard boat. seems to have a 
great predilection for anchoring and swinging 
over her beef bones—only her crew don't eat 
beef—in some out of the way reach, of the river 
where nothing is at all likely to take place, 
Then, too, she keeps a gong’ beating and so 
waras all evil-doers of her presence, with tha 
result that they generally accommodatingly 
carry on their little depredations elsewhere 
rand so Jeave the sleepy river guards In peace,” 
Ifa report is made to the captain of a guard 
boat he geperally finds, Jike the burles ad 
policeman, that itis off his beat, ar he had 
pressing business in the opposite direction 
ow and again one does meet a steam gunboa' 
or terpedo-boat flying the Chinese flag on the 
tiver, but her commander is usually s0 poorly 
aid that he has no time to waste in lookin:
